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I.  INTRODUCTION 

The  main  purpose  of  this  literature  search  wae  to  create 
a  basis  from  which  sound  recommendation  could  be  offered  for 
improving  the  accessibility  of  essential  services  to  residents 
of  rural  areas.  The  search  focused  on  improving  access  to 
the  more  immediate  human  needs  related  to  physical,  social, 
and  psychological  health  rather  than  to  capital  improvement 
projects  such  as  sewage  disposal,  refuse  disposal,  or  public 
recreation  facilities.  This  should  not  suggest,  however, 
that  the  latter  is  unrelated  to  the  former  nor  that  research 
in  that  area  is  not  needed. 

One  result  of  the  search  for  published  material  related 
to  essential  services  for  rural  areas  was  the  identification 
of  several  weaknesses  in  the  existing  body  of  literature. 
Some  of  the  more  important  weaknesses  are  cited  here.  A 
conspicuous  inconsistency  in  the  direction  and  quality  of 
the  research  can  be  easily  recognized.  There  exists  a  major 
void  in  research  directed  toward  a  coordinated  or  multi agency 
approach  to  improving  service  accessibility.   Jomc  essential 
needs  of  rural  residents  such  as  accessibility  to  food 
sources  for  the  poor  and  accessibility  to  the  needs  of  the 
aged  have  received  relatively  little  attention.  The  complex 
concepts  of  need  versus  demand  for  essential  services  and 
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methods  to  assess  each  of  these  require  additional  clarification 
and  empirical  analysis.  Finally,  there  is  a  general  lack  of 
sound  theoretical  work  in  the  area  of  essential  services 
utilization. 

The  several  shortcomings  of  the  existing  literature 
pool,  especially  the  lack  of  direction  and  coordination  among 
interested  agencies  and  researchers,  have  made  the  ordering 
of  this  bibliography  a  difficult  task.  The  organization 
finally  adopted  reflects  a  comprehensive  approach  to  the 
analysis  of  the  problems. of  accessibility  and  an  evaluation 
of  existing  and  potential  solutions  as  offered  in  the 
literature.  Publications  on  physical  health  and  mental 
health  are  the  most  numerous  indicating  the  areas  which 
have  thus  far  received  the  most  research  attention.  Many 
sources  seemingly  unrelated  to  rural  areas  research  have 
been  included  for  their  methodological  pertinence.  Also, 
many  sources  may  be  appropriately  relevant  to  more  than  the 
one  category  in  which  they  are  listed.  No  claim  to  total 
coverage  of  the  literature  related  to  accessibility  to 
services  in  rural  areas  is  made,  however,  and  an  emphasis 
on  the  role  of  transportation  in  improving  accessibility 
can  be  easily  recognized. 

The  bibliography  begins  with  a  section  entitled  Location 
Analysis  for  Dispersed  Populations  which  provides  references 
related  to  a  basic  problem  of  rural  areas — coping  with  the 
distances  separating  activities.  Publications  in  this 
section  include  information  on  relevant  location  theory, 
related  activities  in  dispersed  populations,  and  specific 
studies  of  essential  service  locations. 

Sections  III  and  IV  contain  references  related  to  the 
Demand  for  Essential  Services  and  Supply  Systems  for 
Essential  Services  in  rural  areas.  Sources  in  the  demand 
section  have  been  selected  for  the  purpose  of  identifying 
techniques  to  assess  existing,  latent,  and  future  demand 
and  also  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  demand  criteria 
on  the  basis  of  empirical  studies.  The  sources  are  listed 
alphabetically,  however,  rather  than  topically  because  of 
overlapping  within  the  individual  studies,  and  also  because 
of  the  fact  that  no  clearly  distinct  body  of  knowledge  has 
been  developed  on  any  one  of  the  above  sub-topics.  References 
in  the  supply  section  have  been  further  classified  as  to 
general  information  on  supply  systems  or  specific  and 
experimental  supply  systems. 

Publications  in  the  Transportation  Systems  section 
focus  upon  assessing  and  augmenting  the  role  of  transportation 
in  improving  accessibility  to  essential  services  for  rural 
residents.  Both  theoretical  studies  and  studies  of  empirical 
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research  on  essential  services  ere  included.     Ilon-physical 
issues  which  restrict  the  accessibility  and  utilization  of 
essential  services   are  cited,  with  sub-categories   (Sociological, 
Economic,    and  Administrative),  in  section  VI  under  the  title 
Related  Issues  of  Essential  Services  Utilization. 

Section  VII  consists  of  references  related  to  planning 
for  Essential  Service  Needs  with  a  focus  on  the  rural 
environment.     In  the  final  section  several  bibliographies 
containing  significant  numbers  of  sources  closely  related 
to  the  accessibility  of  essential  services  in  rural  areas 
have  been  cited.
